Biacesiey co, Waitt oon.—This was a sult for the specific performance 
of an agreement for the sale of some seams of con! under twelve seres of 
land ia Warwickshire. The coals were to be paid for at the rate of s50/, 
a-year, and if more than an acre should be raised in one year, then the ex~ 
cess an acre was to be paid for at the same rate. The only question 
was, whether the piaintif, the vendor, was, under this agreement, entitled 
to have @ covenant inserted in the deed of conveyance, casbling the plaiatift 
aod his agent or agents to go down into the mines at al! proper aod season~ 
able times, for the purpose of ascertaining the extent of the coal worked from 
time to time.—The arguments were not concluded at the rising of the court. 

The hearing of the case was resamed on Friday moruing. 

Mr. Suanen, for the platatiff, insisted that the terms of the purchase were 
precisely of the same nature as where minerals are sold, reserving a royalty. 
The very meaning of a royalty involved the right in the party having it to 
ascertain by all proper menas the quantity of minerals subject to the royalty, 
The word * royaity "* had its origin in the King's dues from the mince ia 
Cornwall, which were anciently taken in kind, by severing a part of all the 
ore raised. The plaintiff here was entitied to 360/. a-year, whether the acre 
was worked ja the year or not, but be was alto cotitied to 40007. the first 
year, if the whole quantity were worked in the first year. Was it possible to 
ony that be was sot to have the power of ascertaining what the fact shall be ” 
It was on the same principle ass lessor reserved the power of entering t 
view the state of repair ia which his tenant kept the premiers. There was a 
much more cogent reason for the inepection I» this case thas where there 
was an actual royalty, for where the price is so much per ton the coals may 
be weighed at the pit's mouth, bet here we can only secertaia the extent of 
the working by actual inspection below the sarface. 

Mr, Bore.enr and Mr. Cockenect, for the ’efeodant, submitted that it 
wufficiently appeared apon the evidence that it was physically impossible the 
minerals ander on eere of the land could be got out in any one year, There 
were several strata of mineral substances bevides the con! The object of the 

intif is to have aa opportunity of lnepecting the other mines of the de- 
iendant, with the view of obtaining \aformatios to aesi«t him in working the 
micerais under other parts of hie laad in the acighbourhood. If any cove! 
nant were held to be necessary, it should be in some maneer qualified so es 
to prevent the plaietiff's agent or inspector from eecing anyth.eg more than 
the mines wader hie own land.

The ievention was stated by the specification to consist in making 
the plates for sheathing of an alloy of zinc aad copper, in such ay 
as while it caabled the manufacturer to roll the compound into plates At for 
sheathing at a red heat, so that the plates were less difficult to work, it also 
rendered the sheathing lees liable to oxidation, aad more durable than the 
ordivazy copper sheathing, though at the same time it oalded sufficiently to 
keep the bottom of the vessel cioan. For this purpose the patentee took 
what is termed the ** best selected copper" aad “ foreige siec,” aad melted 
them together ia any proportions between 50 per ceat, of copper aad 60 per

Now, this extraordinary affair, which certainly administers an instruc- 
tive lesson to our countrymen, is in truth only one of » numerous clas, 
exhibiting, more or less, precisely the same characteristics. 

To comment apoo particular instances of a similar kind, still in pro- 
grees and not yet blown up, might be both invidious and dangerous. Suf- 
fee it to observe in general, thet there are, at present, innumerable 
schemes afloat, partly referring to emigration, and partly to home invest- 
ments, which, like Mr. Cave’s Cornish mines, and the West Middlesex 
Insurance Company, and sundry more specious adventures that might be 
mentioned, habitually parade the most inveigling snares, but cannot fur~ 
nish « bit better security for “success than the wretched imposture which 
Sir Charles Williams has so powerfully and seasonably exposed. 

As long as monied men of intending emigrants can be found so wholly 
devoid of ordinary foresight as to peril their funds in such"erazy specula- 
tions as these, it is absurd to complain of the extensive want of confidence 
now subsisting in the mercantile world, Incautious investers, whose 
lamentations upon this point ase always loudest, are themacives the chief 
cause of the evil they deplore. Let them learn wisdom by experience ; 
and then the existing facilities for swindling, so injurious to sound com- 
merce, will be soon superseded by a more healthful state of things.

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DATA FOR THE USE OF BLAST-PFURNACE MANAGERS 
AT IRON WORKS. ° 
BY SAMUEL BALDWYW ROGERS, ESQ. 
(Mineral and Metallargical Chemist, Nant-y.¢io, Monmoutheltire.) 

The average amount of materials required to make one ton (2240 Ibe.) 
of iron at coke furnaces, in Monmouthshire, is as follows, viz. o— 

1. Eight barrows, or two tons (4480 Ibs.), of coke, containing 4032 Ibs. 
of carbon, and 448 Ibs. of earths, or oxides. 

2, Forty-five wt. (5040 Ibs.) of calcined mine, containing 2240 Ibs, of 
irom, 960 Ibs. of oxygen, and 1840 lbs. of foreign carths and oxides, 

3. Twenty cwt. (2240 Ibs.) of limestone, coutaining 94 per cent., or 
7105-6 ths., carbonate of lime, 4 per cent., or 89-6 lbs., earths, and 2 per 
cent., or 44°8 lbs., of water. 

4. 360,000 cubical feet, or 27,000 lbs., of atmospheric air, containing 
6000 ibs. of oxygen, and 21,000 Ibs. of nitrogen. 

These are the materials usually required to make one ton of iron in the 
district in question ; the exact quantity of each article, and the quantity 
also, varying continually, in cousequence of the rough and uncertain man- 
ner in which they are respectively delivered to the furnaces. 

1. Tue Cone.—Coke will seldom be of an uniform quality for a week 
together, as well from the irregular manner in which it is made as from 
the warying natare of the coal from which it may be produced ; some coals 
will contain twice, or even three times, as much ashes, and also twice or 
three times the amount of tar, water, gases, and sulphur, as others, which 
will neces-arily prevent the managers of blast- furnaces adhering to uniform 
mixtures in their charges for any great length of time together. Six bar- 
rows, or thirty ewt., of coke will, with good materials, ahd even with cold- 
blast, sometimes be sufficient to make a ton of iron; bat a certainty of — 
doing so for a continuance cannot, in the locality in question, be depended 
upon, although the quantity of coke necessary to revive the iron is seldom 
more than one-fourth the actual quantity used ; this point, will, however, 
be discussed hereafter, 

The amount of ashes in coke will vary from 5 to 15 per cent. of its 
weight ; a fair average may be stated at 10 per cent., or 448 tbs., in the 
quantity required to make « ton of iron. The component parts of these 
ashes, or earthy impurities, are more or less silex, alumine, the carbonates 
of lime and magnesia, and protoxide of iron ; the exact proportions of which 
can only be ascertained by analyses, which ought frequently to be taken at 
the respective works, and duly recorded, for the use of the operative ma- 
pager. Five tons of coal is the quantity employed to yield one dozen bar- 
rows (eighteen cubical feet to the barrow), or three tons of coke, if pre- 
pared in open beds or pits, in the usual way ; but if coked in ovens, four 
and a half tons of coal will turn out the dozen of coke, and at the same 
time permit of the tar, gas, and ammonia being preserved for use or sale. 
In the old way of coking it will require three and one-third tons of coal to 
make « ton of iron, but, with proper ovens, three tons will be sufficient ; 
in the former case large coal must be used, in the latter one-half large and 
one-half small will produce the same amount of coke, with the additional 
advantage of its being a more dense fuel than pit coke; these points, at 
some works, would make a difference of ‘is. or 7s. apon the cost of the 
dozen of coke, or from 4s. to 4, 8d. on the ton of pig-iron. 

Coals that yield « red ash will never work well in blast-furnaces, in con- 
sequence of the sulphur they contain—and which sulphur can never be ef- 
fectually got rid of, except by the complete combustion of the coal and of 
the sulphuret of iron which they contain; the process of coking, whether 
in ovens or pits, will only reduce the per to the pro sulphuret. White 
ash coals should, therefore, always be selected for blest.furnace work 
whenever possible. Carbon will combine with oxygen in two proportions, 
viz. +1. One atom, or 6 lbs., tons, ounces, or grains of carbon (six be- 
ing the number representing its combining proportions), united with one 
atom, or 8 Ibs., of oxygen (eight being the combining proportions of that 
material), will produce one atom, or 14 Ibs., of carbonic oxide gas; this 
is the inflammable gas generally evolved from the tops of blast-furnacer. 
2. One atom, or 14 Iba., of carbonic oxide (containing six carbon and eight 
oxygen), combined with another atom, or 8 lbs., of oxygen, will produce 
one atom, or 22 ibe., of carbonic acid ; consequently, every 22 Ibs. of car- 
boule acid will contain one atom, or 6 Ibs., of carbon, and two atoms, or 
16 Ibs., of oxygen; to reduce these 22 lbs. of carbonic acid into carbonic 
oxide will, therefore, require an additional atom, or 6 ibe., of carbon—the 
result being 25 Ihe., of two atoms of carbonic oxide gas.
